THE POOL RUN ORY. 

The pool of the railroads lcading from this 
city to the East died yesterday, after a protract- 
ed ness. It had Convulsions and spasms for 
some time past, and on several occaaions it was 
thought to be dead, but always rallied again 
sufficiently to give its purses more trouble. 
This time, however, it is dead beyond resurrec- 
tion, and besides Col. Thomas Scott and Com- 
modore Vanderbilt there are but fow who mourn 
ite early Gemise. 

As has already been stated in Tre Tararere, 
the managers of the pool have been fleuting 
each other for some time past, and but for 
the efforts of Scott and Vanderbilt a rup- 
ture would have taken place tong ago. The 
meeting of the pool managers in this city last 
week Was an unusually excited one. Mr. New- 
ell, the General Manager of the Michigan 
Southern Railroad, was accused by Mr. Joy and 
Mr. McCullough of having viciated the agree- 
ment and out rates from points in Michigan. 
Mr. Nowell admitted this fact, but claimed that 
he was compelled to 
Michigan Central Railroad, which allowed the 
Grand Trunk to make rates on its ne. Mr. Joy 
stated that it was an outrage to expect him to 
break up his friendly relations with the Grand 
Trunk. the best of ali his connections. He was 
certain that Mr. Newell’s desire was to rujp the 
Michigan Central by cutting it off from its con- 
nections. ~° . 

Matters became so hot that Mr. Joy, it is said, 
left the room where the meetiog was held in a 
great passion. Since that time great efforts 
have been made by Scott and Vanderbilt to heal 
the and as a final resort they summon<d 
the poo! managers to New York for a consuiie- 
tion. It was heid Tuesday, and the result was 
the bursting of the obnoxious pool. It was 
found thet the breach between tho various lines 
was so wide that nothing could close it. A atate- 
ment was made that the Michigan Southern had 
been cutting the regular tariff-rates since last 
Saturday, and when npbraided for it announced 
its withdrawal from the pool, and the meeting 
was at an end. 

Id Consequence of this the rates to the East 
are eutirely out of joint, and freiguats are taken 
considerably below the regular tariff? rates. Yes- 
terday some of the roads coutracted for grain to 
New York at 80 conts per 100; to Philadelphia at 
27 cents, and to Baltimore at 26 cents. Fourtu- 
class freights have aleo tumbled down, aud are 
being taken at 35 and 30 cents per 100 from Chi- 

o to New York. Both the Michigan Central and 
igan Southern Railroads seem to be pleased 
that the pool has collapsed, and it is not likely 
that another such arrangement will be at- 
tempted, the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
desires it. The Grand Trunk and the Erie Rall- 
roads have both informed the Michigan Centra! 
that they will stand by it if Messrs. Scott and 
Vanderbilt make war upon it, and it is there- 
fore prepared for the issue. The following in-

They had been 
practically repudiated by both parties. They 
were not in the field at all. There was only 
one ward—the Tenth—in which they resorted 
to their old practices. In the three other wards 
where they achieved a success—the Seventh, 
Eighth, and Seventeenth—the decent class of 
tax-payers were only defeated on account of 
the division among themselves. The most 
striking evidence of the retirement of the 
bummer class is to be found in the over- 
whelming defeat of Fnaawx Wan in the 
First Ward, who was confident of success. 
There are only eight avowed Colvinites re- 
turned to the Council, and these are the only 
ones among the newly-elected Aldermen who 
can be depended on to stand by the bummer 
and tax-eating interests. There are twenty- 
eight Aldermen who may be reasonably ex- 
pected to represent the respectable tax-pay- 
ers and heed the popular demand for re- 
trenchment; but even if a few of these 
should fall from grace and disappoint the 
people who elected them, there will still re- 
main a large majority repgesenting the prop- 
erty interests and decent people of Chicago. 

Coming down to party distinctions, the 
election was a glorious victory for the Repub- 
licans. Of the thirty-six Aldermen elected, 
only ten are classed among the Democrats, 
and four of these may be counted on to act 
with the better Republicans in all questions 
affecting local government. The election of 
the general ticket shows that Chicago is Re- 
publican by at least 5,000 majority when the 
opposing candidates are about equal in merit, 
—a majority subject to reduction or increase 
according to the inferior or superior qualifica- 
tions of the Republican candidates. The de- 
feat of Mr. Lurz, the Republican candidate 
for City Treasurer, by a majority for Mr. 
Baroas, the Democratic candidate, as large as 
that which the Republican candidates for the 
other offices receivod, is an evidence that the 
independent voter was abroad. He is likely 
henceforth to assert himself with a strength 
that may make a change of 10,000 
in the vote of Chicago. He is naturally 
inclined to vote the Republican ticket, but 
he will vote the Democratic ticket whenever 
the former is conspicuously bad or the latter 
notably good. He is no longer to be sneered 
at. The election of Mr. Buraas, Democrat, — 
and certainly as good aman as could have 
been selected for the place, in the face of the 
defeat of all the other Democrats by a ma 
jority of 5,000,—should be accepted as 6 
warning to both parties. It is a notice to 
the Democratic party that they can only hope 
to overcome the Republican majority by

THE INDIANA DEMOCRATS. 

There was a lively time yesterday among 
the Democrats in the State Convention of 
Indiana. The rival greenbackers, Houtman 
and Lanpmns, were able to defeat one an- 
other, and they did it with a warmth that 
evidenced the bitterness of the fight. Lan- 
pDERs was nominated some months ago by the 
Greenback Convention for Governor, and the 
Democracy had no objection to his paper. 
money platform, but they objected to his 
accepting the nomination of any other party. 
The Convention, without a dissenting voice, 
was as intensely devoted to the greenback 
platform as was Lawpxns, but to nominate 
Larne was to send Hewpaztcns to the St 
Louis Convention loaded down with the 
most radical paper-money doctrines and 
lunatic theories. Nevertheless, Lanpzns 
wanted less than 50 votes of a majority of 
the whole Convention. After a season of 
tumult and disorder, J. D. Wan, a Dem- 
ocratic member of the present Congress, was 
nominated. 

The platform adopted was a paper-money 
one. It demands the withdrawal af the Nation- 
al Bank note currency, and the substitution 
therefor of a new issue of legal-tender green- 
backs, and the immediate repeal of the Re- 
sumption act, and nominated Hzwnpricxs for 
President. The platform is substantially the 
inflation resolutions repeatedly offered in 
Congress during the present session by. Ho- 
won and Lanpzrs. There was an effort to 
avoid a State platform until after the St 
Louis Convention, but the Rag-Baby Demo- 
crats of Indiana insisted that Hznprioxs 
should go to St. Louis as a Rag-Baby candi- 
date or go without the indorsement of his 
own State. Consequently, the Convention 
buried him under a platform which excludes 
the possibility of his election and even the 
possibility of his nomination. The action at 
Indianapolis yesterday clearly indicates that 
if the National Democratic Convention nomi- 
nate a hard-money candidate or adopt a hard- 
money platform, the Democrats of Indiana 
will support neither, but organize a third 
party, with old Wurm Am or Laxpzns 


as their candidate. 


THE PRESIDENTS SALARY. 

The President is deserving of unstinted 
commendation for his veto of the bill reducing 
the salary attached to his office one-half. 
The reduction could not affect Gen. Guant 
personally, since it could not constitutionally 
be operative until the close of his term, and 
‘there is no longer any thought of his renom- 
ination. His veto was, therefore, solely in 
deference to his honest conviction that the 
salary of $50,000 is not exorbitant. Having 
signed the bill in his first term which doubled 
the salary of the office during his second 
term, he could not consistently give his assent 
to a reduction of the salary to what it was 
before. In fact, there is reason to believe 
that many of those in Congress who voted 
for the reduction did so with the purpose of 


placing him in the embarrassing position of 
determining it; but he acted in the only 
consistent with honor and fairness. 

The fact is that a great and pros. 
perous nation like the United States 
ought not, and probably does not, desire 
to pay its Ohief Executive at the rate 
of only half as much as the Dominion of 
Canada pays its Governor. The salary of 
$50,000 is not excessive in view, of the high 
responsibilities assumed by the President and 
the expenses incident to the 
tenure of the office. Recent action of Gen. 
Grant in his private affairs indicates that he

Tun Coo Tarmuns has discussed this 
question of the validity of these certificates 
without the permission of the City Govern. 
ment, and will continue to do go. This paper 
has never denied the right of the city to issue 
a certificate of lawfully-incurred indebtedness, 
but this paper has questioned the authority 
of the city to create debts or become in- 
dobtod under the ciroumstances which have 
led to the issue ef some of these certificates. 
We have also objected to the validity of the 
form of these certificates, especially to the 
recital that they were issued under certain 
sections of the laws of 1668-9 which have 
been repealed by the charter adopted in 1875. 
The Constitution of the State and the charter 
of the city both prohibit the city from be- 
coming indebted” in any manner or for any 
purpose in excess of the constitutional limit. 
We have argued that of ‘necessity, and in the 
full contemplation of the Constitution, the 
eity is authorized to provide all the machin- 
ery of local goyernment, and to appropriate 
money to be paid in the future, the city levy- 
ing taxes to cover the whole amount thus 
appropriated. The salary of the Mayor of 
the city is continuous; it isa debt accruing 
without intermission; but we have always 
held that it was a debt legal in every sense, 
and not falling within the prohibitions of the 
Constitution and charter. The fact that the 
tax to pay that salary is not collected in ad- 
vance does not affect the legality of the debt 
due to the Mayor for his salary. The debt 
itself being a legal one, the having become 
indebted” to the Mayor for his salary being 
fully authorized by law and not prohibited by 
the Constitution, we see no violation of law 
in issuing to the Mayor a certificate that the 
city is indebted to him. The mere issuing of 
the certificate does not create a debt, because 
the debt exists beforehand; it is merely a 
change in the form,—the giving of a note as 
evidence of an acknowledged debt adding 
nothing to the demand against the city. 
Originally lawful, to issue a certificate that it 
is due can in no sense be construed as bo- 
coming indebted” unlawfully. 

Mr. Hares has chosen to disregard this 
view of the case, and to rely upon the author. 
ity of the sections of the repealed charter, 
and upon an ordinance of the Common Coun- 
cil authorizing the city to borrow money. 
It is perhaps fortunate that this matter has 
been put in ashape in which there can be a 
judicial opinion obtained. In addition to 
this case, the one from Springfield is before 
the Supreme Court, and there is, therefore, a 
promise of an early and authoritative judg- 
ment on the law involved. 


THE TURKISH QUESTION. 

The Turkish question, which has hereto- 
fore only intimately concerned Turkey and 
her rebellious Christian provinces, now be- 
gins to assume much graver importance as it 
involves Germany, Austria, and Russia. As 
these Powers now stand to-day, Austria is 
liable to interfere in Turkish affairs, Russia 
is openly encouraging Servia and other prov- 
inces immediately adjacent to her southern 
boundaries to revolt, and Germany is uneasi- 
ly watching both, for fear that they may any 
moment break the triple alliance which Bis- 
mance was enabled to establish immediately 
after the Franco-German war. Upon this al- 
liance Bismarck depended to maintain the 
statu quo, and settle European affairs by 
their mutual decisions. This alliance is now 
threatened by an unforeseen emergency,—the 
prospective retirement of the Ozar and 
the ignation of his sovereignty 
into the hands of his son. The Czar ig 
growing old, morbid, gloomy, and melan- 
choly, and his health is rapidly failing. He 
is about to leave for softer climes to obtain 
rest and recreation, and during his absence 
he will invest his son, as Regent, with full 
power. Solong as the Ozar was in power 
there was no danger of a disturbance of the 
triple alliance. In the first place, the family 
ties connecting him with the German Em-

Denmark by Germany, The rupture of the 
alliance therefore by the retirement of one of 
the parties to it, and the principal party upon 
whom Hismance depended to preserve it un- 
impaired through this Turkish trouble, must 
entail upon the German Premier a new for- 
eign policy with reference ta the general con- 
dition of Kurepean affaire; and this of itwelf 
in wuflaiont to produce general distrust and 
depression in Germany, The situation upon

The victory over the Aldermanic bummers

Had his opponents 
united their strength he would have been 
overwhelmingly defeated. In the Fifth 
Ward (Bridgeport) the opponents of Son- 
unn, who voted to keep Cotvm in office, 
split up their strength among five candidates, 
and thereby elected him. The Democratic 
vote of the ward was 2,598 and the Repub- 
lican vote 1,130, and yet Sommen, who only 
bot 1,524 votes, is elected. In the Sixth, 
which is the southwestern ward, the Repub- 
licans — 1,397 votes for City Clerk 
against 1, for the Democratic candidate, 
and with thig strength they undertook to 
elect three ermen, and of course elected 
none. Inthe Eighth (old Ninth), which is 
overwhelmingly Democratic, they ran four 
candidates, but by good luck about a thou- 
sand Democrats voted for one of them, 
and elected him, beating the Col yum bummer 
Barmy. If there had been any unity of 
action among the friends of Sporrozp, 
Prerce, and Roxsstne, the other bummer, 
O’Bauren, would also have been laid out, for 
he only received 1,554 votes out of the 2,845

It was virtually 
his death-warrant. Dolan read the awful 
truth in the solemn countenance of Mr. Howe, 
who held a crumpled dispatch in his hand. A 
perceptible ehadow passed like a flash over the 
face of the doomed man, and that was all. 

With one hand resting on his celJ-door, he 
turned from his fnend, a young woman who had 
called to see him, and waited during the interval 
of deep silence which followed. When his eye 
met that of his counsel, Mr. Howe said: 

John, I am pained to tell you that, after all 
our efforts in your behalf, the Governor has de- 
clined to interfere in your case. This is pain- 
ful, but I thought I ought to give you the earli- 
est possible notice of it.” 

Dolan merely said: ‘I expected it.” 

Mr. Howe continued: John, 1 have made 
every possible effort to save you. If I had gone 
myself to Albany I might possibly have reproach- 
ed myself, but. since Mr. Beach went, I think 
everything possibly has been done.”

PENDING NEGOTIATIONS.

A TURKISH STORY. 

OoxsTarttInorie, April 19-—The Minister of 
War has received a telegram from Moukhtar 
Pasba, dated Tuesday last.

Victorious en- 
gagements were fought continnally durtog the 
six days oceupied in advancing toward and re- 
turning from the neighborhood of Nicsies. We

About 7,000 well-armed 
and regularly organized Montenegrias bed 
joined the insurgents. 

An official telegram from Mostar coincides 
with the foregoing, aud states that Moukbtar re- 
turned to Gatzko after leaving provisions for 
Nicsics in Fort Prejeka, which is three hours’ 
march to the northward of Niesies. Thirty-one 
Turks wore killed, and seventy-six wounded.

Fite Arrival in Misseurt.

Lrxcory, Neb:, April 19.—Laet evening C. B. 
Wilkinson, late Collector of Iuternal Revenue 
for the St. Joseph, Mo., District, who ren away 
last August, passed through here in charge of 
the Deputy United States Marshal for St. Joseph, 
baving been arrested at San Francisco. He 
was in good. health, but loosed rather 
seedy in dress. Since he left be has traveled 
throngh Canade, Great Britain, Australia, and 
several Pacific Isles: He says he never sought 
the Collectorship, and lost money on it through- 
out. ‘The firet intimation he had of corruption 
in hie district was last May, when Detective 
Brown showed him that Sheshan’s distillery was 
crooked.

STRUCK A BRIDGE. 

Quincy, II., April 19.—The steamer Clinton, 
a popular passenger-packet of the Keokuk 
Northern Line, running betwoen St. Louis and 
Keokuk, on her trip to St. Louis to-day, neared 
the Hannibal Briage at 4 o’cloek, and started 
through the draw. In passfhg through she was 
driven by the wind with great force against the 
pier cast of the pivot pier. A crash followed 
that startled the large number of passengers on 
beard. The sad disaster that occurred 
at the same place last Sunday morning. 
when @ dozen lives were lost, was fresh in 
their minds, and the greatest excitement fol- 
lowed. All expected that the boat would siak 
before she could get away from the bridge: 
The collision tore away the larboard wheel and 
barber-ahop, raking them of smooth with the 
hull. James Porter was struck on the head by 
a piece of timber and knocked overboard, but 
was rescued. His injuries are not considered 
serious. The steamer Cricket, lying at Hanni- 
bal, went to the Clinton’s assistance and took 
off the frightened passengers. 

The Clinton was loaded at Hannibal, and ex- 
pected to proceed to St. Louis laet night. The 
Clinton is one of the best boats, and is com- 
manded by Capt. W. Greer, one of the oldest 
and most careful commanders in tbe upper 
river sefvicen. Charley Davia, an expenenced 

lot. was on duty at the time. The Hannibal 
— — the most dangerous of all 
on the river for steamboats. The currant there 
is always bad, and is partioulariy ugly at high 
water. At the draw it now runs at the rate of 
15 miles an hour, and it is remarkable that acci- 
dents have net been more frequent. 


LOWER MISSISSIPPL FLOODS. 

New Ouceans, April 19.—At Point Lookout, 
in Carroti Parish, is the largest protection levee 
in the State of Louisiana. The break there is a 
mile wide, and the waters are flowing through 
without making a ripple.

The Rev. R. S. Cardit was dismissed and com- 
mended to the Cedar Rapids Presbytery at his 
own request, and the Rev. J. Giess to the Pres 
bytery of Detroit.
